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City’s Muslim community 
reacts to bin Laden news 

As people across the country were cel- 
ebrating Osama bin Laden’s death Monday 
morning, Abdool R. Khan was thinking of 
calling the police to the Islamic Foundation 
in Villa Park where he is a resident scholar 
-just in case. 

But before he could call police, they 
reached out to the foundation. 

“We really appreciated their call,” Khan 
said. “They’re a few blocks away from us.” 

Khan said he feared people heap the 
actions of bin Laden on the more than 1 bil- 
lion Muslims around the world. 

“I’m really afraid of the fallacy of the 
hasty generalizations that often come 
down on the whole Muslim community,” 
he said. 

But there was rejoicing as well among 
Muslims in Chicago. 

“We stand and celebrate with the rest 
of our country,” said Bambade Shakoor- 
Abdullah, principal of the Chicago 
Metropolitan Educational Center for 
Community Advancement school in 
South Holland. “It concludes a time where 
Americans have been fighting to restore 
justice and dignity, things that were taken 
away on Sept. 11.” 

President Obama singled out Muslims in 
his remarks Sunday when he said, “Our war 
is not against Islam,” a sentiment he has 
echoed in the past, tribune

Metal detectors out In force 
at United Center for playoffs 

The National Basketball Association will 
use metal detectors to screen fans at all 
playoff games because of heightened se- 
curity concerns after Osama bin Laden’s 
death, league sources confirmed Monday. 

At the United Center, handheld de- 
tectors are being used, starting with 
Monday’s Game 1 against Atlanta, the 
sources said. Bomb-sniffing dogs also will 
be deployed, sources said. 

The stepped-up measures come a day 
after the death of the 9/11 mastermind at 
the hands of American special forces. 

Game 2 of the Bulls-Hawks series is set 
for Wednesday at the United Center, with 
games 3 and 4 in Atlanta on Friday and

Local officials taking extra security steps after bin Laden’s death

Vigilance was the watchword in the Chi- 
cago area Monday in the wake of Osama bin 
Laden’s death, but most people likely noticed 
little difference in their lives as authorities 
kept a closer eye on mosques and synagogues, 
airports and trains, even downtown pedways. 

No specific terrorist threats were reported 
against Chicago or elsewhere in Illinois, and 
state and local officials said they were main- 
taining their usual states of alert. 

“We want to be prepared, we want to have 
resources available and ready to go, but we 
don’t want to overreact to the situation ei- 
ther,” said Jonathon Monken, director of the 
Illinois Emergency Management Agency, 
who also serves as homeland security adviser 
to Gov Quinn. 

“It’s making sure that there’s no piece of in- 
formation that goes unshared, that if there’s 
anything somebody has access to or anything 
somebody sees that they think is out of the

ordinary or is important to us, that we’re get- 
ting that information and vice-versa,” Monk- 
en said. 

In Chicago, police were paying closer at- 
tention to mosques and synagogues, particu- 
larly in Rogers Park and West Rogers Park, 
areas that have large Jewish and Muslim com- 
munities, officials said. 

Some Chicago synagogues said they were 
not enhancing security because they are al- 
ways on high alert. 


“The reality is that because of Osama bin 
Laden and other terrorists ... we have been 
instituting additional security for a very long 
time,” said Rabbi Leonard Matanky of Con- 
gregation KINS in West Rogers Park. 

After the Sept, ii terrorist attacks, many 
synagogues installed cameras and began lock- 
ing their doors, among other security mea- 
sures that officials declined to specify: 

Cook County sheriff’s officers were keep- 
ing a close watch on the Daley Center and 
underground walkways, according to Steve 
Patterson of the Cook County sheriff’s office. 

Security at Chicago’s airports and transit 
systems remained at the existing heightened 
state Monday, officials said. The policy is con- 
sistent with the U.S. Department of Home- 
land Security’s decision in January to make 
changes or issue alerts only when there is spe- 
cific or credible information to pass to work- 
ers in the transportation industry as well as 
the traveling public, officials said.

Does CTA boss 
make the grade? 

Change is in the heir. Mayor-elect 
Rahm Emanuel is set to ascend the 
throne in less than two weeks and 
CTA riders soon will see Emanuel 
nominee Forrest Claypool take over as 
the agency^s president. 

As CTA president Rich Rodrigueii 
winds down his two-year term, GP 
grades him on the priorities he set 
when he took office in March 2009. 

'narough a spokeswoman, Rodriguez 
declined an interview with GP 

Computer science: B+ 

In his first sit-down interview with 
GP in May 2009, Rodriguez said the 
agency was “looking into” a train 
tracker system similar to Bus Tracker, 
which had been around for a few years. Train Tracker now is available 
on the Internet and at some train platforms. But there’s much work 
to be done. Train Tracker needs to be at every CTA station, especially 
since some riders don’t have smartphones. 

Civics: C 

Rodriguez said in May 2009 he imagined a system in which CTA 
workers would be rewarded for good customer service with tokens 
similar to the ones used for fare in the ’90s. When CTA riders re- 
ceived their monthly CTA pass in the mail they also would receive a 
token that riders could give to a CTA employee who showed laudable 
customer service. That plan never materialized, and the CTA contin- 
ued to see hundreds of complaints last year about unhelpful work- 
ers, rude operators and reckless bus drivers, according to statistics 
obtained in December by the Tribune. 

Social studies: B 

Both the CTA’s response to the February blizzard— which saw Lake 
Shore Drive buses caught in the 20-plus inches of snow but train 
service running efficiently— and last month’s Brown Line switching 
problem received mixed reviews. In both cases, riders felt the C'FA 
could have communicated more information about delays. The CTA 
should consider using Twitter and Facebook to reach more riders. 

The Regional Transportation Authority, which oversees the CTA, 
Metra and Pace, tweets financial news @rtachicago. Meanwhile, Pace 
last month began tweeting service updates @pacesuburbanbus. 

For his part, Claypool has a Twitter account, which makes 
him the first CTA president to have one. But the account 
(@forrestclaypool) is set to private. Fail.

SITUATION ROOM AS U.S. GETS ITS MAN

WASHINGTON Even as the Navy SEALs slid 
down ropes from their hovering helicopters, 
there still was some uncertainty that the man 
they were after was inside the massive, night- 
shrouded compound on the edge of the sleep- 
ing city in northeastern Pakistan. 

After all, Osama bin Laden long was thought 
to be hiding in a cave or other refuge in Paki- 
stan’s rugged tribal area bordering Afghanistan. 

But one of the raiders thought he recognized 
the leader of al-Qaida, and dropped the man 
with a shot to his left eye as the SEALs stormed 
into a third-floor room of the main house dur- 
ing a nearly 40 -minute firefight. 

The raider compared the dead man’s face to 
bin Laden’s picture. They seemed to match. 
So did measurements of his nose, eyes, height 
and other features. Then one of the dead man’s 
wives positively identified him. Yet it wasn’t un- 
til later that DNA tests of “99.99 percent confi- 
dence” dispelled any lingering uncertainty 

Bin Laden was dead. 

“Justice has been done,” President Obama 
declared on national TV after he and close 
aides, who had monitored the operation as it 
unfolded on the other side of the world, were 
sure the leader of al-Qaida was killed before 
dawn Monday, Pakistan time. 

“It was probably one of the most anxiety- 
filled periods of time, I think, in the lives of the 
people who were assembled here,” said John 
Brennan, Obama’s chief counterterrorism ad- 
viser, at a White House news conference. 

No Americans were killed or injured. Lour 
people other than bin Laden died: a trusted 
courier thought by U.S. officials to have har- 
bored bin Laden and his family for several years; 
the courier’s brother; bin Laden’s son, Khaled; 
and one of the terrorist leader’s wives. 

Details of one of the riskiest and most metic- 
ulously planned covert operations ever pulled 
off by the CIA and the U.S. military emerged in 
briefings and interviews Monday with adminis- 
tration, intelligence and military officials after 
the raid outside the city of Abbottabad. All but

protecting the capital, Islamabad, and the adja- 
cent military headquarters city of Rawalpindi. 

One helicopter developed a mechanical fail- 
ure and crashed outside the compound’s tower- 
ing walls. 

Before leaving, the SEALs swept up computer 
hard drives and other materials that intelligence 
analysts now are scouring for the identities and 
whereabouts of other al-Qaida operatives, and 
other information that can be used to fight the 
terrorist network, U.S. officials said. 

Only bin Laden’s corpse was removed, flown to 
a U.S. aircraft carrier in the northern Arabian Sea. 

After samples were taken for DNA testing, it 
was washed in private by two Muslim members 
of the U.S. military wrapped in a white sheet, 
placed in a weighted bag and slid into the wa- 
ter from the deck of the USS Carl Vinson to the 
recitation of “religious remarks” by a U.S. of- 
ficer that were translated into Arabic, officials 
said. They insisted that all was in accordance 
with Islamic practice. 

Only U.S. personnel participated in the op- 
eration, and Obama’s decision Lriday to launch 
it wasn’t shared with any other country includ- 
ing Pakistan, which was informed only after the 
helicopters had left its airspace. 

CIA Director Leon Panetta oversaw the op- 
eration from a special command center in his 
seventh-floor conference room at CIA head- 
quarters outside Washington. 

Operational command was turned over to 
the SEALs commander once the “go order” for 
the raid was given, a U.S. official said. 




Obama’s top lieutenants met around noon 
Sunday in the White House Situation Room, 
and the president joined them in the early af- 
ternoon, left and then returned when the opera- 
tion began, Brennan said. 

“The minutes passed like days, and the presi- 
dent was very concerned about the security of 
our personnel,” Brennan recounted. “It was 
clearly very tense, a lot of people holding their 
breath, and there was a fair degree of silence 
as it progressed as we would get updates. And 
when we finally were informed that those indi- 
viduals who were able to go in that compound 
and found an individual they believed was bin 
Laden, it was a tremendous sigh of relief that ... 
who we believed was in that compound actually 
was ... found.”

Death only raises questions for conspiracy theorists

Just days after the president produced a long- 
form birth certificate to silence— or ftirther in- 
cite — the “birthers” who insist he was not bom 
in the U.S,, now rages a new barrage of questions: 
Was that really Osama bin Laden killed Sunday 
in a US, military operation in Pakistan? Why no 
pictures? And why was the bod^ disposed of at 
sea, as government officials have said? 

Mix in the convergence of bin Laden's 
death coining on the eighth anniversary of 
President Geor^ W Bush's “Mission Accom- 
plished" speech prematurely proclaiming an 
end to major combat actions in Iraq, and you 


have a stew sure to feed suspicious minds. 

“Even if there were images, there would be 
conspiracy theories," said Michael Barktm, 
professor emeritus of political science at the 
Maxwell School of Citizenship and Public 
Affairs at Syracuse University Barkun has 
written two books on conspiracy theory in 
America since the Sept, ii attacks. 

“T'hose people who don't accept it and have 
generated alternative explanations now have 
a way of communicating those alternative 
explanations more broadly than would have 
been the case 25 or 50 years ago because they 
have the Internet.” 


Early Monday the Hst of Google trending 
topics confirmed as much. No. i: “Osama bin 
Laden dead.” No. 4: “Obama approval rat- 
ing.” And No. 15, after a few other bin Laden 
and Sept, ii-related terms: “Conspiracy theo- 
ries.” Countless Twitter posts and Facebook 
updates — some seemingly in jest and others 
not— showed the same. 

Bin Laden has been dead for years, goes 
one of the theories espoused on Twitter, with 
the U.S. releasing tapes of him periodically to 
perpetuate the war on terror. Bin Laden was 
actually killed Friday says another, and the an- 
nouncement delayed so as to not detract from 


the royal wedding. 

For Stella OIcndcr of Chicago, her ques- 
tions arc motivated by the still-fresh wounds 
of losing a daughter, 39 -year-old Christine, 
who died at the World Trade Center in the 
Sept. II attacks. 

OIcndcr said she’s particularly concerned 
because US. officials have said bin Laden’s 
body was buried at sea but haven’t offered any 
photographic proof that he was killed. 

“To me, that seems strange, that they dis- 
posed of it and no one [besides] whoever was 
right there knows what happened, if it’s true 
or false, you know?” O lender said.

Emanuel said. 

Emanuel said McCarthy will restore 
the command structure, including select- 
ing a No. 2 in charge of the department. 
McCarthy said he’s honored to accept the 
challenge. 

“We’re going into the summer and ob- 
viously I have to hit the ground running,” 
McCarthy said. “Eortunately I have a lot 
of excitement, endurance and energy Em 
going to be bringing to this job.” 

McCarthy said he’s going to concentrate 


on reducing violence across the board and 
reducing the fear of crime. 

“The murder rate in this city is way too 
high,” McCarthy said. 

McCarthy also said it’s important that 
morale go in the right direction. 

‘As long as you’re working hard and do- 
ing the right thing, I will have the cops’ 
backs. And they’re going to learn that very 
quickly,” he said. 

McCarthy also talked about dealing 
with the Sept, ii, 2001, terrorist attacks, 
including identifying body parts in the af- 
termath.

I’ve ever experienced. Not just the action 
when it occurred, but the recovery” 

McCarthy said learning how to deal 
with gangs will be a challenge. Chicago has 
street gangs that run based on a hierarchy, 
and he says he wants to focus on getting 
guns off the street.

Eormer Gov Rod Blagojevich sold his of- 
fice to meet pressing debts and sought to 
trade President Obama’s old Senate seat for 
a Cabinet post for himself, prosecutors said 
Monday 

The second corruption trial of the 54-year- 
old two-term Democratic governor was ex- 
pected to go over much of the same ground 
as the first trial that ended last year with the 
jury unable to reach a verdict on the most se- 
rious charges. 

“The defendant was conducting shake- 
down after shakedown,” U.S. Attorney Chris- 
topher Niewoehner said in his opening state- 
ment to the jury “Sometimes he was subtle 
and sometimes he was as subtle as a freight 
train. 

“The message was always the same: if you 
want something from the state of Illinois, 
you have to give me something,” he said, 
outlining five instances where Blagojevich 
attempted to extort campaign donations or 
other favors. 

The government’s case was based on se- 
cretly recorded conversations of the former 
governor talking to aides but it was all talk 
and nothing more, the defense countered. 

“This is a tale of sound and fury signify- 
ing nothing,” Blagojevich attorney Aaron 
Goldstein said. “You think they found a bag 
of cash somewhere? A secret bank account? 
No, they found nothing. Because there is 
nothing.” 

Blagojevich, who was thrown out of office 
by the Legislature in 2009, has sought to earn 
a living writing a memoir, doing a radio show, 
appearing on the reality TV show “Celebrity 
Apprentice” and doing an advertisement for 
pistachio nuts. He repeatedly has professed 
his innocence. 

In the second trial, Blagojevich is charged 
with 20 counts of fraud, bribery and con- 
spiracy charges, as prosecutors dropped two 
racketeering counts and a fraud count to 
streamline their case.

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BULLS GUARD WOULD 
ENTER ELITE COMPANY AS 
YOUNGEST TO WIN AWARD

On the eve of training camp, Derrick Rose famously and rhetorically asked why he 
couldn’t be the NBA’s most valuable player. 

Rose, according to multiple sources familiar with the announcement, will get 
this answer Tuesday: He can. 

Rose, sources said, will receive the award during a Tuesday afternoon news con- 
ference at a local hotel. Commissioner David Stern will present it to him agmn be- 
fore Game 2 of the Eastern Conference semifinal series against Atlanta on Wednes- 
day at the United Center. 

At 22 years, 7 months. Rose will become the youngest MVP in NBA history, sup- 
planting 1969 winner and Hall of Earner Wes Unseld by roughly five months. And 
he will do so by taking a huge jump, becoming the first MVP winner since Dave 
Cowens in 1973 to win the award without receiving one vote the previous year. 

That’s why so many reacted with surprise and skepticism when Rose made his 
pre-training camp claim. Sure, people expected big things from Rose, who had 
been an All-Star reserve in his second season. 

But Rose, who tweaked his sprained left ankle at the end of Monday night’s 103- 
95 loss to the Hawks, took a huge jump both statistically and with intangibles, be- 
coming one of the league’s premier closers and carrying the Bulls through major 
injuries to Carlos Boozer and Joakim Noah. 

‘The talent part is obvious,” coachTomThibodeau said. “Everyone can see that. But 
unless you’re around him every day you don’t see his drive and humility and the way he 
is with his teammates, the example he sets. He’s never satisfied. He always wants to 
do better. He always puts the team first. And he’ll always do what you ask him to do.” 

Wth averages of 25 points, 7.7 assists and 4.1 rebounds. Rose became the seventh 
player in NBA history to post averages of at least 25 points, 7.5 assists and four 
rebounds in a single season. He joined heavyweights Oscar Robertson, Jerry West, 
Larry Bird, Michael Jordan, Dwyane Wade and LeBron James. 

Rose also became the fifth player— and first point guard— to post 2,000 points, 
600 assists and 300 rebounds in the same season, again joining elite company in 
Robertson, Jordan, James and John Havlicek. 

Rose also joined Jordan as the only Bulls to finish in the top 10 in scoring and 
assists in the same season, which Jordan achieved in 1988-89. 

And he will join Jordan, who won the award five times, as the only MVPs in fran- 
chise history Jordan endorsed Rose for the award in early March. 

“I like proving people wrong,” Rose told the Tribune earlier this season. “And 
that’s why I said what I said [about MVP]. 

“I always look at myself as an underdog. People always ask why I wear No. i. It 
took me a long time to get where I am right now. I think back to high school. O.J. 
[Mayo] was No. i in our class. I wanted to get there.” 

Rose, the first third-year player to win the award since Moses Malone in 1978-79, 
is there now He has ascended to the top of the NBAmountaintop, a local product 
from Simeon High made good. 

Rose, for the most part, has reverted to his aw-shucks routine when asked about 
the award since asking his pre-training camp question. But he grew reflective over 
the weekend when asked what he’d do with the award, saying he would give it to 
his mother, Brenda. 

She also has Rose’s Rookie of the Tear award, won after the Bulls selected him 
with the first overall pick before the 2008-09 season. 

“If anything, she’ll probably steal it from me if I do get it,” Rose said. “That 
would be a great [Mother’s Day] gift if I could give it to her.”

Conventional wisdom eats Tast Five’s’ dust

To get an idea of what Vin Diesel’s “Fast Five” pulled off over the 
weekend, consider this: From Friday to Monday, the action movie 
took in about $140 million around the world— more than 2010 
award-season hit “The Fighter” and nearly as much as fall blockbuster 
“The Town” grossed over their lifetimes. 

At first glance, this may not seem like that huge a deal: The Diesel- 
Paul Walker picture is just one more commercial offering with big 
explosions that drew us to theaters, as so many have done before. But 
in reversing the box-office slump this weekend (with $83.6 million tal- 
lied in the U.S. alone), “Fast Five” subverted a number of Hollywood 
assumptions about how and why we go to movies. 

Here’s a rundown: 


» T raditional action 
and heist movies 
hold only so much 
appeal. Sure, “The 
Expendables” got us 
a little excited last 
summer. But when 
it comes to com- 
mercial filmmaking, 
it’s vampires, comic 
books and cartoons 
that pack ’em in these 
days. Dominic Toretto 
shows us otherwise. 


» Hollywood thinks in 
threes for a reason. 

Franchises lose steam 
after their third install- 
ment. Not this time. 
“Fast & Furious,” the 
fourth movie in the fran- 
chise, nearly tripled the 
opening-weekend num- 
ber of the third picture 
when it opened to 
$71 million two years 
ago. “Fast Five” did it 
$13 million better. 


» New directors 
can’t turbo- 
charge a flagging 
franchise. Justin 
Lin was actually 
the third director 
on the Universal 
series, after Rob 
Cohen (“The Fast & 
the Furious”) and 
John Singleton 
(“2 Fast 2 Furious”). 
Lin is set to direct 
“Terminators,” too. 



» Hit franchises must bring out the stars. Most suc- 
cessful properties come with A-listers; think “Pirates” and 
Depp, “Bourne” and Damon, “Iron Man” and Downey. But 
“Fast & Furious” has had a revolving door of actors, and 
they’re hardly top names. 


» People aren’t going to movies as much as they used to. 

Coming into this weekend, 2011 had been a slack year for 
filmgoing. The biggest opener didn’t even make it to $40 mil- 
lion. The question now is whether “Fast Five” is an exception 
or a trendsetter.
